DISTRICT NOMINATIONS. 


There are, or more correctly speak- 


ing, there will be five Judicial. Districts 
in the Stats from ami after the first 
day of January, 1899. The Silver dele- 
gates from four of the districts met 
yesterday and nominated four candi- 
date! for District Judges, one from 
each district. The First District, com- 
prising the counties of Storey, Ormsby, 
Lyon, Douglas and Esmeralda, nom- 
inated Judge Mack, the present incum- 
bent. In the Second District, com- 
prising the counties of Washoe and 
Churchill, B. F. Curler received the 
nomination, Judge Cheney, the pres- 
ent incumbent, not entering the Hate. 
In the Third District, comprising the 
counties of Eureka, Lander and Nyo, 
Judge Fitzgerald, the present incum- 
bent, was nominated. In the Fourth 
District, comprising the counties of 
Elko, White Fine and Lincoln, the 
present incumbent, Judge Talbott, was 
the choice of the convention. 
Tho 


Fifth District, which comprises Hum- 
boldt county, nominated Samuel J. 
Bonnifleld, Jr. 


Judges Mack, Fitzgerald and Talbott 


are well known to the people of their 
respective districts. Judge Mack has 
served four years on the bench, Judge 
Fitzgerald twelve years and Judge 
Talbott eight years, and the fact that 
all were renoininated furnishes con- 
clusive evidence that they have per- 
formed their duties efficiently and im- 
partially. 


B. F. Curler, the nominee for Judge 


of the Second Judicial District, is a 
bright, well educated lawyer. Six years 
ago he was elected District Attorney of 
thia county and he performed the du- 
ties of the ottlco creditably and satis- 
factorily. 


Samuel J, BonniQeld, who was nom- 


inated in the Fifth District, has boon 
practicing law for many years. 
He 


served as District Attorney of Hum- 
boldt county yeai* ago and is recog- 
nised as B lawyer of ability.

Kico. Thoeo statements wc-re denied 
by the War Department and it was 
given out that if General Miles did 
not repudiate them a court-martini 
would be in order. Now the aoldior 
stands by the statements attributed to 
him by the correspondent and he in- 
vites investigation. 


The General and the Secretary do 


not agree on many things and there 
seems to be a disposition in War De- 
partment circles at Washington to ig- 
nore his demands as mnob as possible. 
The transport vessel which brought 
him from Porto Kico to Now York hftd 
eight hundred Wisconsin volunteers 
aboard. 
General Miles requested thi'.t 


the troops be permitted to camp in the 
vicinity of New York and given oppor- 
tunity for u few days to see the city. 


He thought the men who hnd been 


through 
the 
> Porto Rico campaign 


merited tnat privilege, but it was de- 
nied nevertheless, and the War De- 
partment ordered the boys to go home 
forthwith, and the men were marched 
from the transport to the oars. 


The War Department seems to be 


ungrateful. General Miles is not in 
favor with Secretary Alger, and because 
of that fact, the Wisconsin volunteers, 
who went to Porto Kico prepared to 
sacrifice their lives for their country, 
are denied the privilege upon their re- 
turn from a victorious campaign of 
spending a day or two in camp at 
Brooklyn Heights or Governor's Island 
and visiting the largest city on the 
American continent. 


Trnmn Politics. 


To the people of the Slate of Nevada, 


delegates in nominating conventions and

Democratic Convention, 


The Democratic) Slate Convention 


convened at 10 o'clock. It was found 
that committees were not ready to re- 
port, but a partial report from the 
Committee on Permanent Organization 
and Order of Business was flied. It 
provided that the temporary officers 
should be made permanent and the 
convention took a recess until 1 o'clock. 


AFTEBNOON SESSION. 


The Committee on Credentials were 


ready to report as soon as the Conven- 
tion was called to order and as the re- 
port threw ten delegates from Hum- 
boldt out of the Convention the first 
apparent rupture manifested itself. 


Mr. \Varren of Hnmboldt, who oar-, 


ried a number of proxies in his pocket 
proclaimed the action of the Commit- 
tee as villianons and outrageous, and 
appealed to thu Convention to recog- 
nize his rights as a delegate and to 
represent the Democrats who had au- 
thorized him to act for them. 


Mr. Ryan said that through corres- 


pondence be had found that there were 
no Democrats in Humboldt county, 
and that he was astonished when he 
saw the bundle of proxies come before 
tbe committee. Major Dennis was also 
surprised. At this juncture General 
Clarke of Ormsby asked for the cre- 
dentials of the Humboldt delegation 
and also tbe letters claimed to have 
been received by Messrs. Dennis and 
Byan. Mr. Dennis jumped to his feet 
and asked Mr. Clarke it he doubted 
his statement and told him he did not 
propose to have his word questioned 
by any goldbng. Mr. Byan walked 
over to Mr. Clarke, and shaking his 
finger at him told him that if he ques- 
tioned his statement, they would settle 
it right there. 


By tbis time every delegate was on 


bis feet and a general row seemed 
imminent. Finally order was restored. 
General Clarke then addressed the 
convention saying he had not ques- 
tioned the statements of the gentlemen 
but wanted the best evidence procura- 
ble, and asked why he had been as- 
saulted while asking what any delegate 


The Silver Party Convention ap- 


pointed a Committee on Conference 
to meet a similar committee appointed 
by the Democratic Convention. This 
is a step toward fusion. The fight this 
year is but a preliminary skirmish of 
the great battle that will be fought in 
1900. The leaders of all parties that 
advocated the silver cause advise that 
the party organizations be maintained 
and that they co-operate at the polls.
